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School 
closing 
won’t halt 
swine flu

Health and Human Services Secretary Kathleen 
Sebelius said Tuesday that a massive school closing 
wouldn’t stop the spread of the swine flu virus, say- 
ing vaccinations must be the defense against a men- 
ace that one report said could infect up to half of the 
population. 

“What we know is that we have the virus right now 
traveling around the United States,” Sebelius said in a 
nationally broadcast interview “And having children 
in a learning situation is beneflcial. ... What we learned 
last spring is that shutting a school down sort of pre- 
emptively doesn’t stop the virus from spreading.” 

Sebelius appeared on NBC’s “Today” show one day 
after a special presidential advisory panel presented 
a grim report to the Obama White House, saying 
among other things that a “plausible scenario” for 
the US. later this year is wide-scale infections, pos- 
sibly 30,000 to 90,000 deaths, mostly among young 
children and young adults, and perhaps as many as 
300,000 sick enough to require intensive care unit 
treatment at hospitals. 

Asked in the interview what people should do while 
awaiting the arrival of a vaccine, with first supplies 
likely by October but most not until the Thanksgiving 
season, Sebelius said: “I think it’s important that peo- 
ple begin to anticipate that we will have a vaccine. We 
think it’s likely that we’re going to need two shots for 
the vaccine.” 

She said people should plan ahead for this, par- 
ticularly those with pre-existing medical conditions, 
pregnant women and health care industry workers. 
Sebelius said federal health authorities also are rec- 
ommending that people should immediately get their 
regular “seasonal” flu vaccine to bolster their health 
for the scenario yet to play out later this year regarding 
the swine flu virus.

Obama confirms Bernanke staying at Fed to plot economic recovery

President Obama announced Tuesday he wants 
to keep Ben Bernanke on as Fed chairman, saying 
he shepherded America through the worst eco- 
nomic crisis since the Great Depression. 

“Ben approached a financial system on the 
verge of collapse with calm and wisdom, with 
bold action and out-of-the-box thinking that 
has helped put the brakes on our economic free 
fall,” said Obama, with Bernanke standing by his 
side. ‘Almost none of the decisions he or any of 
us made have been easy” 

Obama made the announcement while on vaca- 
tion on the island of Martha’s Vineyard off the coast 
of Massachusetts after aides said initially that the 
president intended a news-free week there. Both 
he and Bernanke sported the open-collar look. 

Bernanke, 55, is credited with turning the econ- 
omy away from its deepest and longest recession 
since the 1930s. Now he faces the challenge of 
meeting White House expectations to chart the 
full economic recovery considered critical to 


Obama’s legacy 

In sticking with a Republican for the nation’s 
top banker, the Democratic president was aim- 
ing for stability at a time of continuing, though 
easing, crisis. The move was designed to reas- 
sure the US. financial sector as well as foreign 
central banks that the Obama administration 
isn’t changing course on its largely well-received 
approaches to the financial meltdown and overall 
monetary policy 

The White House said Obama decided on the 
last-minute schedule addition to help “put him 
more in ‘vacation mode.’ ” “There’s been a lot of 
speculation out there, and the president wanted 
to put it to rest,” Deputy Press Secretary Bill 
Burton told reporters as the presidential entou- 
rage headed from the site of the announcement 
to a golf course. 

Appearing in makeshift press workspace on 
the island, Bernanke said that if confirmed by the 
Senate, he’d work to provide “a strong foundation 
for growth and stability” in the economy 


Economic outlook 
not so hot 

President Obama’s announce- 
ment on Fed Chairman Ben 
Bernanke came nearly concur- 
rently with bad news. 

Figures released by the White 
House budget office on Monday 
foresee a cumulative $9 trillion 
deficit from 2010-2019, $2 tril- 
lion more than the administra- 
tion estimated in May. 

Moreover, the figures show 
the public debt doubling 
by 2019 and reaching three 
quarters the size of the entire 
national economy. Also 
Monday, analysts with the non- 
partisan Congressional Budget 
Office projected a cumulative 
$7 trillion deficit from 2010- 
2019, more in line with the 
administration’s May estimate.

DALEY FACES QUESTIONS 
ABOUT OLYMPICS* METERS; 
STOPS SHORT OF APOLOGY

Mayor Daley fielded complaints about crime, 
the city's Olympics bid and the parking-meter 
controversy Tuesday night during a packed pub- 
lic hearing on the South Side, but he offered 
little direct response to his critics. 

In a short speech that was received with a 
mixture of cheers and jeers, Daley defended 
his oft-criticized deal to lease the cit/s parking 
meters to a private company He called it a finan- 
cial bonanza for the city but said “the implemen- 
tation was not good at all from the city's side,” 
“I know that, you know that,” Daley said. 
The mayor stopped short of an apology— a 
point noted by some critics in the audience. He 
also skipped over harsher language that was in 
the prepared remarks his staff gave to report- 
ers— in that script he was to say “we screwed 


up the way it was implemented,” 

Parking rates went up as a result of the switch, 
which also was plagued with widespread techni- 
cal problems for motorists. 

The meeting was the first of three hearings 
that are held annually by the mayor in the run- 
up to the release of his budget plan. While 
Daley warned participants to “respect one 
another,” the session was at times turbulent, 
Daley did not directly respond as several 
critical speakers unloaded, but mayoral aides 
later approached them quietly to discuss their 
concerns. 

Some in the crowd expressed concerns the 
mayor places a higher priority on the bid for 
the 2 oi 6 Summer Olympics than on problems 
in neighborhoods, 

“The crime rate is so high, we would be an 


embarrassment for the United States,” said 
South Side resident Michelle Dixon-Holmes, 
“People will be gentrified away from their 
homes for a two-week event,” 

Daley smiled but did not answer when she 
noted that Police Supt, Jody Weis has a higher 
salary than the president and asked if Weis 
would continue to work at that pay rate if the 
cit/s 20 16 bid fails, 

Carol Smith, an activist for the mentally iU, blast- 
ed the mayor for closing mental health centers. 

“Why should people who have mental health 
problems suffer because the administration 
screwed up?” she asked Daley “I want an answer 
right now” 

Daley sat stone-faced for several seconds as 
many in the audience yelled for him to reply. 
Finally, the city budget director said the health 


commissioner, who sat at the front table with 
other members of Dale/s Cabinet, would address 
the question. But he did not immediately answer, 
and Smith walked from the microphone, 
Melvin Slater, one of dozens who signed up 
to speak, pressed for financial details that the 
city has not released as part of the preliminary 
budget, such as the amount paid by the admin- 
istration to setde lawsuits against police. 

The crowd jeered and laughed when budget 
director Eugene Munin replied, “Well have 
somebody talk to you,” 

A mayoral aide approached Slater at the 
South Shore Cultural Center and spoke with 
him for several minutes. But Slater said he was 
disappointed that there were fewer details at 
the hearing. Without more information, he 
said, “Then it’s just for show” 



Quinn defends handling of admissions scandal

Gov Quinn on Tuesday defended his actions on the 
University of Illinois admissions scandal and said he 
will make an announcement Wednesday about what he 
plans to do with the school’s board of trustees, 

Quinn said he will act with “certainty and with dis- 
patch” but would not provide details. He again called 
for the resignation of the two remaining trustees who 
have not heeded his call to step aside. 


Quinn’s comments follow criticism from Illinois 
Comptroller Dan Hynes, who also is seeking the 
Democratic nomination for governor next year, Hynes 
questioned Quinn’s leadership for not taking more swift 
action to dump trustees on his own, 

Quinn said he has handled the situation properly, 

“If you’ve noticed over that two-week period a grand 
total of seven trustees have resigned,” Quinn said, 
“Seven of nine, so I think we have made progress,” 


Quinn said he was following the recommendations of 
a blue ribbon panel he established to look into admis- 
sions at the state’s flagship public university The panel 
asked trustees to voluntarily resign, 

“I think I handled it in an exemplary manner, a fair 
manner,” Quinn told reporters while at an unrelated event 
at Shriner’s Hospital, “This is not a time for politics from 
people on the sidelines. This is a time to straighten out our 
state university so all of us can hold our heads up high,”

an Internet 
slowdown 


Illinois ranks 14th in the latest annual ranking of 
Internet connection speeds in the U.S., two spots lower 
than a year ago. 

The survey, compiled by the Communications 
Workers of America, was released Tuesday 

Even though Illinois fell in the rankings, its average 
download speed of 6.4 megabits per second showed 
an improvement from 2008, when the average was 
5.2 mbps. Still, fully 18 percent of the people who par- 
ticipated in the union’s survey had such slow Internet 
access that they didn’t qualify as broadband users. To 
gain that distinction, a minimum of 768 kilobits per 
second is required. 

The survey is based on data collected from more than 
413,000 Internet users who took an online test between 
May 2008 and this May A total of 10,493 participants 
were from Illinois. Breakdowns by city and county were

Blackhawks owner sues over liquor taxes, video gambiing 


Blackhawks owner Rocky Wirtz, who also runs 
a major liquor distribution business, filed a legal 
challenge Tuesday to the state’s new video poker 
law as well as liquor, candy and other tax hikes 
slated to go into effect Tuesday 
The lawsuit, filed in Cook County Circuit 
Court, represents a direct assault on contro- 
versial funding mechanisms recently passed by 
Illinois lawmakers and signed by Gov Quinn 
to pay for a showcase $31 billion public works 


program. 

The suit challenges the constitutionality of a 
package of new laws that expand gambling and 
raise taxes, and Wirtz lawyer Tom Hecht said 
his client would seek an injunction to block the 
revenue initiatives. But it is unclear whether 
any hearing on such a request could take place 
prior to Tuesday’s startup date for the increased 
taxes. 

The fate of the public works program could 


be jeopardized by any court ruling blocking 
or stalling implementation of the tax hikes or 
gambling expansion. 

Wirtz’s family-owned liquor wholesale busi- 
ness also is a party to the lawsuit, which objects 
to the way lawmakers imposed much larger tax 
hikes on hard liquor than on wine or beer. 

“It strikes out at a small group of business 
enterprises without justification or principle,” 
the lawsuit alleged. 


In an interview, Wirtz said he understood 
“the dire need” for a state building program to 
fix schools and highways, adding that he doesn’t 
object in principle to tax hikes to help pay for 
construction projects. 

His objection, he said, was to the haphazard 
and hurried way lawmakers crafted the pro- 
gram. 

“There were no public hearings,” he com- 
plained.

The kid has a Super Bowl ring, a first 
name familiar to Bears fans and dread- 
locks that make him stick out in a crowd- 
ed locker room. 

Yet Devin Aromashodu remains a mys- 
tery to casual football observers. While 
he is not a lock to make the 53-man ros- 
ter, the lanky receiver’s ability to “go get 
it,” as Jay Cutler would put it, has caught 
the coaching staff’s attention. 

“He has taken advantage of the oppor- 
tunities so far,” receivers coach Darryl 
Drake said. “He’s demonstrated the abil- 
ity to make plays. Hopefully that will 
continue.” 

Aromashodu set up a touchdown in 
Saturday’s 17-3 exhibition victory over the 
Giants with an over-the-shoulder catch 
on a perfectly placed throw by Cutler. 

Seeing Aromashodu stretch his 6 -foot- 
2, 210 -pound frame to haul in a pass was a 
regular occurrence during training camp. 
Aromashodu enjoyed his most pro foot- 
ball success with the Colts in 2007, the 
season after they defeated the Bears in 
Super Bowl XLI. He had seven catches 
for 96 yards in the regular season and one 
catch for 13 yards in the postseason. 

Three teams wanted to sign 
Aromashodu off the Redskins’ practice 
squad last December: the Rams, Lions 
and Bears. 

“Chicago was the best team out of the 
three,” he said. “I was kind of waiting for 
someone to call. I’m glad it was them. 

“I don’t know how many receivers they 
are going to keep. They’re going to keep 
the players they think fit the best. And I 
hope to be one of them.”

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We’re just 

roommates 

Unisex shacking— platonic, of course— loses its taboo

Lakeview’s Rachel Riester often jokes that her home is a hostel. 

At least two of the rooms in the four-bedroom condo are consistently occupied 
by students from Spain. “There is a revolving door of Spaniards,” Riester, 32, said 
with a laugh. “They typically stay until their student visa is up and then we get 
another pair of Spanish students.” 

But it isn’t the international atmosphere or the revolving rentals that attracts 
the most curiosity about her living situation, Riester said. 

It’s the fact that almost every single one of her roommates has been a guy. 

“'You have to be comfortable with yourself to do something like this,” Riester warned of the 
arrangement, adding that both guys and girls can be “gross” in different ways. “I tend to take the 
bathroom that is far from the public space because they don’t want to see stuff like my feminine 
products. Their guests don’t need to see that.” 

Riester is just one of a growing number of young people opting for a coed living arrangement, 
apartment rental professionals said. Though unisex shacking has been a part of pop culture for 
ages (“Three’s Company” or “Friends,” anyone?), more and more twenty- and thirtysomethings in 


Chicago are open to living with friends or asso- 
ciates of the opposite sex in an apartment or 
home. It’s particularly prevalent among locals 
who are in college or recent graduates, accord- 
ing to Apartment People spokesman Maurice 
Ortiz. This fall, the University of Chicago is 
expanding an initiative that offers coed room- 
mate options. Male and female students— with 
the exception of freshmen— can sleep in the 
same room except in dormitories already desig- 
nated as single-gender, according to a statement 
released by the university 

Apartment-seekers in their 30s and 40s 
are more open to coed arrangements as well, 
Ortiz said, adding that such scenarios were 
almost unheard of when he began working for 
Apartment People approximately 10 years ago. 

“Some of this might be because of the econ- 
omy,” Ortiz said of men and women who typi- 
cally search in groups of threes and fours for 
shared space. “People are trying to save money 
I think nowadays friends are friends and peo- 


ple are more comfortable with doing this than 
rooming with a total stranger of the same sex.” 

That is the case for Roscoe Village’s Patrick 
Steinkuhl, who, along with an existing male 
roommate, rented out their third bedroom to a 
female friend-of-a-friend beginning in February 
Steinkuhl, 28, said the arrangement sprang out 
of economic need, but he quickly learned to 
appreciate having a woman in the house. 

“Our place began to have a very ‘family’ type 
of feeling,” Steinkuhl said. “It’s a good dynamic 
... like having a little sister around again.” 

The scenario is purely platonic, Steinkuhl 
said, though he acknowledged his mother was 
worried about the arrangement at first. 

“But then I explained my economic situation 
and it didn’t take much more convincing that 
this was the right thing to do,” Steinkuhl said. 

Steinkuhl also was a little concerned what his 
female roomie’s boyfriend would think. 

“But it was only a few seconds and he instant- 
ly realized that our vibe with her was very 


brotherly,” Steinkuhl said. “'We sock her in the 
arm like a bratty older brother might do. It is 
clear that no lines are being crossed.” 

Roseland’s London Thomas, on the other 
hand, said he would not live with a woman 
roommate again. 

Thomas, 39, shared space with a female 
roommate for approximately three years in the 
late ’90s. 

“I don’t see how you could live with a woman 
if you’re not sleeping with her,” Thomas said. 

It also made some of his romantic interests 
uncomfortable, according to Thomas: “I never 
broke up with anybody over it. But there was a 
lot of speculation.” 

South Loop’s Marco Tinio says men and 
women can share a dwelling without drama. 
Tinio, who is engaged, lived with a female 
friend and another male friend for approxi- 
mately four years. 

“'We were all just very considerate to each 
other,” Tinio, 29, said of Lakeview digs he 


shared between 2003 and 2007. “It was also cool 
to have her around when we needed a female 
perspective. It was refreshing, instead of just 
having that guy roommate validating every- 
thing you’re saying.” 

Riester, too, enjoys the camaraderie of her 
guy roomies. “The boys will have their ladies 
over and then we’ll analyze everything that 
happens after the girls leave,” Riester said. “'We 
have a good time.” 

Such a good time that Riester said if she ever 
moves out, she will look to live with another 

guy 

Steinkuhl said he is sold on having at least 
one female ’mate in the mix. 

“'We like the female dynamic, but we wrote 
the ad in a way that makes it clear we are not 
looking to hook up with people,” said Steinkuhl, 
who is currently conducting a Craigslist search 
to replace his female roomie. “We just want 
someone who wants to live here comfortably

If you think living with the opposite sex can be 
weird, consider freshman year of college, living 
with a complete stranger. 

For Satit Koonopakarn, the gold dagger and 
book of chants were the first signs of trouble. 

His freshman roommate at the University of 
Illinois at Chicago pulled out the items on move- 
in day, explaining that he was a Wiccan and liked 
to practice witchcraft. Months later, Koonopakarn 
said, he awoke during the night to find the room- 
mate standing over his bed casting a spell. 

“I was lying there thinking, ‘Please, God, don’t 
let anything bad happen to me,’ ” Koonopakarn 
said with a chuckle. 

Like most colleges with residence halls, UIC 
makes an effort to pair first-year roommates who 
are compatible, often taking into consideration 
personality assessments and lifestyle question- 
naires, among other factors. But some matches 
still result in disaster. 

To minimize the horror stories, a small but 
growing number of schools, including DePaul 
University, are inserting online technology into 
the equation. 

Assigned roommates have already seized on 
Facebook and MySpace as away to learn more about 
each other. Colleges field complaints from students, 
and their parents, seeking roommate changes even 
before the school year begins. Loyola University 
Chicago recently heard from the mother of a stu- 
dent who pulled up a photo of her roommate’s 
house on Google Maps and deemed it too shabby 

DePaul had used a lifestyle questionnaire when 
matching freshman roommates. But eight years 
ago, the university scaled back the criteria, asking 
only which residence hall and type of room the 
student preferred, said Rick Moreci, director of 
housing services. 

Starting next year, the college will take its hands- 
off approach further, allowing freshmen to select 
their roommate through an online networking site 
created by a company called Lifetopia. Lifetopia- 
designed sites allow students to post photos and 
details about their background and interests, then 
shop around for compatible classmates.

Upgrade burgers 
with these wines 

Besides apple pie, what could be more American than hamburgers? 
This staple of backyard barbecues and drive-thru windows continues 
to be more popular than ever, especially with top chefs around the 
country who are revamping this once humble sandwich by using luxuri- 
ous ingredients such as prime beef, artisan bacon, hand-crafted cheeses 
and specialty sauces. 

Since our hamburgers have gone upscale, why shouldn’t the beverage 
we drink with it? There is a wide range of craft beers and small-produc- 
tion sodas that fit the bill, but I also would throw wine into the mix. 
After all, red wine and red meat go together like a hand and glove. 
Adding two pieces of bread, cheese and condiments to the combo only 
strengthens the pairing. 

The choice of which wine to select with your burger is largely based 
on the type of protein the burger is made from. Red meat based patties 
are perfect when paired with any hearty and robust red wine that you 
would enjoy with a steak, I especially enjoy the spicy and peppery fla- 
vors of Rhone varietal-based wines such as Cotes du Rhone, syrah and 
grenache, which are natural matches with the smoky flavors from the 
grill and toppings such as bacon. 

Vegetarian patties or portobello mushroom burgers are livened up 
with a glass of something juicy and bright such as Italian barbera or 
dolcetto. The tart cherry flavors of the wine bring out the sweet flavors 
of the vegetables and the earthiness of the mushroom while providing a 
pleasant contrast against vinegary condiments such as pickled relish or 
balsamic marinated onions. 

Shellfish such as shrimp and lobster also can be used to form pat- 
ties, and I find white wines are the best match for these ocean-inspired 
burgers, especially torrontes from Argentina, The light and citrus 
notes keep the pairing nice and clean while the slight floral notes really 
heighten the flavors of herbs such as chives, tarragon and basil. Seafood 
burgers made from rich and oily fish such as ahi tuna or salmon are best 
paired with a light and fruity red wine such as pinot noir,
